OUR PERILOUS NAVAL 
WEAKNESS. 


Representative Fred Britten of Illinois, one of the 
stanchest friends of the American navy in con- 
gress, asked Secretary Wilbur for a downright 
statement as to the condition of the fleet. The 
secretary has replied with what ought to be a 
staggering confession to Americans. It is true as 
charged that the navy is not where they thought 
it was. The naval ratio has not been maintained. 
The fleet is not in the position it should be with 
‘respect to Great Britain and Japan. 

It required the intervention of a private dtieen 
to develop this exposure. Some citizens were un- 
easy, knowing the habits of congress, but William 
B. Shearer, a naval inventor and once an expert in 
the navy department, revealed the progressive 
deterioration of the American naval force and said 
it with facts. 

Mr. Shearer said that with all elements of power 
considered the ratio was not America £, Great Brit- 
ain 6, and Japan 3, as fixed by agreement, but 
Great Britain 6, Japan 3, and America 1. Secre- 
tary Wilbur in reply. gives substantial confirma- 
' tion. He puts the ratio now at 5-4-3, with America 
4 in second place, but admits that this does not con- 
- sider bases or merchant auxiliaries. With all fac- 
_ tore considered we suspect that Mr. Shearer's 
 satimate is dangerously right. 

When the Washington agreement was signed we 
| knew that Great Britain and Japan would maintain 
- the strength apportioned to them. Even the labor 
| government of Great Britain would not neglect the 
- navy, and there was no possibility of Japan doing 
- ‘go. We have proceeded to carry out the destruc- 
tion provided for. “The magnificent ships in all 
' stages of construction are lost. Then we have 
' thrown away our rights under the treaty and have 
thrown away our defenses.

AMERICAN WOMEN AND. 
PACIFISM. 


Our club editor, Miss Webber, attending the 
annual convention of the Illinois Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, reports that applause greeted the 
recommendation of the president, Mrs. George T. 
Palmer, that clubs observe due caution in joining 
ostensible peace organizations and against being 
carried away by peace-at-any-price talk, which is 
a cloak for sedition. 

May we hope this sensible warning and the ap- 
proval with which it was received testify to an 
awakening among normal women to the interrela- 
tion of revolutionary, radicalism of all varieties, 
foreign propaganda and pacifism? Once that inter- 
relation is realized the widely organized pacifist 
movement, which has of late come conspicuously 
to the-surface in several of the evangelical churches 
and in the colleges, will meet proper resistance. 
Confusion of thought will be done with and weil 
meaning organizations will escape the danger of 
giving support to demoralizing influences the na- 
ture and ends of which the American public is 
only beginning to suspect. 

The peace movement in Americe long antedates 
the world war, and, though, as it proceeded, it de- 
veloped an extremist fringe and some sinister for- 
eign influences, it was during the war and since 
that its most mischievous characteristics have 
appeared. We saw how enemy propaganda allied 
itself at once with pacifism and radicalism | to 
weaken the country in its war effort, and while 


eign influence in our pacifist movement is still 
clear. The fepresentative of the German ‘youths’ 
peace movement, speaking at the pacifist confer 
ence at the University of Chicago, called the cam- 
paign of foreign pacifists “an invasion of the 
United States,” and her description was far more 
significant than she probably intended. The United 
States is suffering from a most powerful, persistent, 
and many sided invasion of foreign interests. This 
invasion is directed against our traditional inter- 
national policy, against our institutions and princi- 
ples, against the organization of the nation’s de- 
fense. It is at work to involve us in European 
political entanglements, through the gate of the 
league or otherwise, to stimulate partisanship in 
European quarrels, to obscure our sense of self- 
preservation and national interest, to obstruct the 
maintenance of our defenses and discredit our 
patriotism. 


This is indeed an invasion, a mischief more likely 
to be victorious than an armed invasion, for it is 
more insidious, and, therefore, less likely to be 
combated. Already we see in the churches and 
colleges the extent of its advance, The tendency 
of organizations, inexperienced and uninformed 
as most of us in America are as to European con- 
ditions and methods, to accept at face value appeals 
on lofty altruistic grounds, is also apparent. 
American woman, with her ideals of service, her 
pity and generosity, is naturally receptive to such 
appeals, and, possessed of the vote, can register 
her emotion in the policy and upon the fate of her 
country as never before. | 

This is to be welcomed, provided always it is 
directed by intelligent consideration of realities 
American women's duty and interest to protect our 
birthright are identical with American men’s. It 
is theirs to help defend the fireside and keep our 
strong and long-proved roof over ovr heads. If 
they are wise they will look this self-styled peace 
movement in the face. They will ask how it is that

It: is.intend- 
ed to protect the little children who use 
the streets for a playground, fifty or 
more of whose lives wil) be snuffed out 
between this date and next Christmas 
unless something is:done to prevent it. 
Chiltiren are injured and killed by au- 
tomobiles in the meighborhoods in which 
they live. Consequently any practical or 
successful plan of accident prevention 
must be centered there. 

I propose the organization of neigh- 
borhood safety councils throughout the 
city. 

As to method and application, there are 
many persons and organizations better 
trained and equipped to outline a program 
than myself. However, I present a few 
tentative suggestions: 

The initiative can be taken by the com- 
missioner of public welfare, working in 
cobperation with the board of education. 
Notices can be printed and given to each 
pupil, asking the parents to attend a 
meeting in the school building on the 
following evening, called for the purpose 
of organizing a neighborhood safety coun- 
cil the object of which is to reduce the 
number of automobile accidents in the 
neighborhood. 

These councils should be composed of 


own cars and also those who do not. 
Make them representative and increase 
their prestige with both car owners and 
pedestrians. Let the citizens select their 
own council, which must bé nonpolitical 
in order to te effective and to endure. 
In addition to the organization af coun- 
cils in each school @istrict there must be 
a central bureau, or clearing house, some- 
where in the loop. other than in the city 
hall. Assuming that the neighborhood 
safety councils and the central bureau 
are eee to f tion, let us

other driver to accord his kiddies. 

If the reckless driver lives in another 
section of the city, the complaint will te 
sent to the central bureau, and fron 
there will be forwarded to the safety 
council of the neighborhood where th: 


driver lfves, and they will act upon the — 


matter. 


Where chauffeurs fail to use proper care 
the employers will be notified and asked 
to codperate. 

Probably leas than 5 per cent of our 
drivers are habitually reckless or care 
less or get drunk, but no safety crusades 
can be effective or efficient until the un- 
desirable drivers, who pollute by exam- 
ple, are found out, properly classified, 
and in some way curbed or eliminated. 

Ninety-five per cent of our drivers ars 
law abiding or, at the very worst, vio- 
late our traffic ordinances or laws wn- 
thinkingly. They are amenable to rea- 
son and will heartily codperate in a real 
serious, determined safety crusade. 

As to what action will be taken if 
the cases of repeaters or incorrigibles 
those who ignore their neighbors’ requests 
for cobperation in making the neighbor- 
hood safer for the children, that can 
be determined by agreement between the 
central bureau, the police authorities. 
the city and state license bureaus, and 
the insurance companies. Revocation of 
licenses, cancellation of policies, and 
other measures can be adopted which will 
compel the violators to obey the law and 
not jeopardize the lives of small children. 

If all the organizations that have en 
rolled in Mayor Dever’s safety campaigs 
will take hold of this matter and pet 
thought and time and pep and mommy 
into it, there will be happy chit 
laughter in many .Chicago homes sat 
winter which otherwise would be devoid 
of cheer.

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Inexpensive Cocoa Cake. 


There is nothing that really takes 
the place of cake, while cake (with a 
sauce perhaps) make take the place of 
puddings and other desserts and be an 
excellent substitute for candy. It is 
a great resource in the family larder, 
especially in families, whose members 
are inclined to overeat of candy, and of 
the ice creams with sirups. 

Of all the cakes, chocolate seems to 
be the favorite with both men and chil- 
dren, and there are no end of simple 
recipes for making cakes of this flavor 
In making the following, by slightly 
melting the shortening, we shorten the 
process and labor, and since we do. not 
demand that the simple cakes be of 
perfect texture this is quite justifiable: 

Sift together two tablespoons of 
cocoa, one and a half cups of flour, one- 


ems teaspoon of baking powder, and 


shalf teaspoon of baking soda. 
Bes one egg with a pinch of salt, and 
add to it one cup of sour milk and beat 


| them togesher well. Beat into thie one 
cup of sugar, and then a third of « 
cup, or two tablespoons ill do. of 
just melted butter. Fold In the sifted 
and dry mixture and flavor with « 
scant Teaspoon of vanilla or use spices 
if to taste. 

This may be baked tn various ways. 
It will make three ample layers & 
medium sized layer cake tins, and 
these put together with a boiled icing 
make a quite delicious cake. Or bake 
as cup cakes and serve with whipped 
cream.

A recent conference was held by 
growers and scientists at Toledo, O., 
to reinforce the campaign to drive out 
the corn borer in that section, which 
is now considered the worst infested 
region of the corn belt.
